Featuring its second annual sopho- 
more debate, on the resolution "Re- 
solved that Palestine has more Op- 
portunity for Jewish Youth than oth- 
er Countries," the Maccabean Circle 
meeting was held in the Union yes- 
terday.

The latest peace pluiu submitted to 
the Lcnsue by Britain and Prance, 
the speaker described as a "scandalous 
scheme, "a reward for aggression." 
wh'ch will, from all' appearances, be 
discarded owing to the force of public 
opinion. 

Italy Needs IVIaleriala 

He then went on to give the reasons 
for Italy's attack on E|É^pl^|iolriling 
out that Itiily has r^P^vrn^^n- 
terials and of room for' expanslon.^arid 
for the alleviation of her surplus pop- 
ulation situation.' ■However, working on 
the peroientageofpopuli^tlon of Eritrea 
which Is Italian, only about one year's 
surplus would be absorbed in Ethiopia. 
In the case of raw ' materials, the 
speaker pointed out the surplus of 
cotton and ooffee in' the world. Mus- 
solini," he said, "is sacrlficingtht youth 
of Italy to add to the .world's unsale- 
able surplus of coffee and cotton." 

Next he dealt with the conditions 
ot the world in general which -ha^•c 
brought about the faîlure of society in 
its attempts to bring about peace. The 
world Is organized for profit and ruled 
by force, not only in international af- 
fairs but also in the affairs of daily 
life. Wherever there Is inequality in 
society, there must be the use of force 
to keep it so. The rule of the British 
Emp're, as far as the rule of native 
tribies Is concerned, is carried out to 
a considerable extent by force. The 
Empire has much to be ashamed of in 
Its h'slory of conquest in India and 
Africa. So in the economic structure 
of . this country and others, the domi- 
nat'on of the monied class is main- 
tained to a great extent by force, and 
until we bring peace in our own land, 
until we change the whole structure 
of our own social and economic life, 
we shall not rid ourselves of force and 
we shall not be able to bring peace to 
the world.

Portrait Presented 
At Physical Society 

Cooperation Needed BelMeen 
3Iedicinc and Physics 
Stated Speaker 

Immediately preceding the regular 
mjcting of the Physical Society on 
Friday last. Dr. A. N. Shaw announced 
that the portrait of Prof. Hoi»-ard T. 
Barnes. D.Sc.. F.R.S.. now hanging in 
the Library had been presented to the 
Depiirtment of Phj-sics by a number 
of colleagues and former students as 
a tribute to the former Director's serv- 
ices to McGill and to Physical science. 
Dr. Barnes vs-as Macdonald Professor 
of Physics and Director of the De- 
partment from 1900 to 1919, when ill 
health foroed him to retire. 

Dr. Shaw ref tarred to Dr. Barnes' 
fundamental ivseai-ch work in the do- 
main ot Heat, notablj- his classic de- 
termination of the spec'fic hftvt of 
water, his contributions to the devel- 
opnient of electrical ealorimetry, and 
his investigation* into tho physics of 
liv. Bwlrte ills iictemific achii^e- 
ments. Dr. Shaw said, stood his fine 
record as a teacher and an admlnio- 
trator. Many of his former students 
and staff associates would recall his 
continued personal klndne&es to them 
in the early days. 

Dr. Barnes, w ho wai present, thank- 
ed the donors for their gitt an<l re- 
inlnde<l some of his hearers of pleas- 
ant hours in the post spent aroiuid 
tlio flreplnce over which the portrait 
now hang.N.
